That’s How To Be Happy 
Says 
Inventor, Says 
People Use Only Part Of Brains 


asked his formula for success he re­ 
iterated. "work.” Asked how much 
of a day a man should devote to 
work and how much to play, he 
replied that "you ean’t give any 
rule because men, like plants, have 
such a variety of characteristics.” 
"How much of his brain does the 
average man use?” he was asked. 
"Scarcely any.” Edison replied. 
"Tite capacity of the human brain 
1s ti e m e n d 'us. 
The brain of man 
Is b in g idle, for the most part. It 
is being hardly used at all.” 
“Have people le a p e d 
how to 
take care of themselves—how to 
live?” 
“No, they are just commencing 
to suspect how to live,” said Edi­ 
son, a smile playing around his 
eyes. 
Asked if he thought human be­ 
ings existed on other planets, he 
answered that he did not know, 
saying: 
“ I keep myself confined 
pretty close to earth. 
‘'Very greatly, enormously,” he 
said when asked to what extent he 
thought a good wife contributed to 
the success of her husband In life. 
“At 
what 
age 
approximately. 
should a young man m arry?” 
“Around 
twenty-one,” 
replied 
Edison, 
“Should all boys strive for a col­ 
lege education?” 
“Colleges 
a re 
changing," 
said 
Edison, “They are throwing off the 
old m ethois that did not produce 
well. There is more reality being 
introduced into the colleges stead­ 
ily. 
More technical schools Rre 
coming into being. They are getting 
down to realities and they see the 
need of a technical education for 
young men. This is the age of m a­ 
chines." 
Edison’s attention was railed to 
the advice of a Massachusetts pro­ 
fessor who advised students to “ be 


a snob and merry the boss’ daugh­ 
ter.” Edlscn’s comment was: 
“Simply wind; academic, as they 
call it.” 
He declared that his idea of a 
college is the M assachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology. He pointed out 
we are "a machine nation ami we 
want engineers.” He said when the 
M. I. of T. turns out students into 
the world they “know- what to do 
do and hew to do it.” 
"What one thing in your life 
gave you the greatest thrill?” Edi­ 
son was asked. 
Quite seriously he replied: 
“I cannot say that I ever had 
what you call a ‘thrill.’ By the very 
nature of my life’s work I had to' 
expect to be continually disappoint­ 
ed but to keep on reaching for the 
solution of the problem. Then when 
the problem was solved I would go 
into something else. An inventor 
has theories. He tries them out, 
experiments with this, that and the 
other thing. Some things work. Oth­ 
ers do not. W e cannot see ahead; 
that is we have to keep experiment­ 
ing. improving on things as we go 
along.” 
And Edison, still experimenting 
on ways to benefit mankind, turned 
to his work bench.

In case of va­ 
cancy by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, among the members 
of the board so elected by the 
Police Department, a successor 
shall be chosen at a special elec­ 
tion, called by the Secretary of 
the Board.

The M anager shall report such 
a recommendation annually to 
the City Commission, together 
with such information as the 
City Commission may require. 
SECTION 8. All fines Imposed 
upon m em bers of the Police De­ 
partm ent by way of discipline 
or punishm ent or of rewards, 
lees or proceeds of gifts anti

SECTION 9. The Trustees of 
the fund may lake by gift, grant, 
devise, or bequest, moneys or 
real or personal property, upon 
such term s as to the invest­ 
m ent or expenditure thereof as 
is fixed by the grantor and de­ 
termined by the Trustees. 
SECTION KJ. The Treasurer 
of the City of Xenia shall, be 
the custodian of the “ Police Re 
lief Fund”, and shall pay it out 
upon th0 proper order of the 
Trustees thereof. The Treasurer 
shall execute a bond in such 
sum and form as Is satisfactory 
to 
the 
Trustees, 
conditioned 
upon the faithful performance 
o l his duties with respect to 
said fund. 
SECTION ll. The Board of 
Trustees of the “ Police Relief 
Fund” shall make all rules and 
regulations for the distribution 
of the fund, including the quali­ 
fications of those to whom any 
portion of the fund shall be 
paid and the am ount thereof 
with power also to give credit 
for prior continuous actual ser­ 
vice in the Fire Department, or 
in any other departm ent of the 
City rendering service In fire 
prevention, 
but, 
no 
rules 
or 
regulations shall be in force un­ 
til approved by a majority of 
the Board of Trustees. 
SECTION 12. The Trustees of 
the "Police Relief Fund” shall 
make a report to the City Com­ 
mission of the condition of the 
fund on the first day of January 
of each year, 
SECTION 13. All ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in con­ 
flict herewith be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 
SECTION 14. This ordinance 
shall take effect and be In force 
from and after March I, 1930.
